To  acknowledge  in  one  short  page  all  the  sources  contributing  to  a 
genealogical  work  is  impossible.  A  genealogy  is  a  family  effort;  and  the 
magnitude  of  the  effort  is  proportional  to  the  size  of  the  family.  The 
Rosenbergers  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  their  numbers,  for  the  descendants 
in  this  book  number  more  than  509. 

It  is  possible,  however,  to  mention  the  names  of  a  few  who  have  been 
especially  helpful.  By  far  the  most  enthusiastic  and  hard-working  contributor 
has  been  Mrs.  Clara  Camp  who  has  lived  for  many  years  in  the  county  where 
the  family  began:  Boone  County,  Indiana.  Her  tireless  effort  and  zeal  helped 
awaken  the  genealogical  spirit  throughout  the  great  family  that  is  recorded 
here.  Others  who  offered  substantial  help  in  the  form  of  data  include:  Miss 
Maud  Rosenberger  of  Colfax,  Ind.  ;  Clair  and  Lois  Smith  of  Kennewick, 
Washington;  Miss  Rhoda  Vail  of  Chrisman,  Illinois;  Perry  and  Lola  Barker  of 
Thorntown,  Ind.  ;  and  Charlotte  Ruby  of  Oskaloosa,  Iowa. 

Actually,  this  book  came  out  in  its  present  form  more  or  less  as  a  by¬ 
product.  The  compiler  is  working  on  a  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of 
Jeremiah  Mills,  father  of  the  Elizabeth  Mills  of  this  book,  (He  is  a.  descendant 
of  Jeremiah  through  Elizabeth's  brother,  William  H.  Mills.  )  The  body  of  this 
book  will  be  included  in  the  other  work  when  it  is  completed.  It  is  a.  tribute 
to  the  enthusiasm  of  the  Rosenberger  family  that  their  part  of  the  Mills  clan 
is  the  most  completely  compiled  one,  and  that  they  could  persuade  the  compiler 
to  bring  it  out  in  this  book.

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INTRODUCTION 
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Ethel  Rosenberger  Berry  in  one  of  her  interesting  letters  writes:  "If 
you  are  a  student  of  German  you  probably  remember  that  a  proper  adjective 
in  German  is  formed  by  adding  cr  to  a  proper  name.  Therefore  a  citizen  of 
Rosenberg  (Rose  Mountain  or  Rose  Fortress)  would  be  a  Rosenberger." 

Germany  was  visited  by  Francis  Coleman  Rosenberger  in  his  search  for  records< 
records  of  the  Rosenbergers  in  the  Reformed  Church  registers  (kept  since 
1577),  as  discussed  in  his  article  "Erasmus  Rosenberger  of  Shenandoah  County 
and  His  German  Origins"  from  The  Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography. 
His  recent  contribution  to  the  same  publication  entitled.  "German  Church 
Records  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley  as  a  Genealogical  Source"  describes  the 
German  Protestant  church  records  which  are  still  to  be  translated.  This 
Virginia  lawyer's  many  writings  on  the  Rosenberger  family  have  been 
scholarly  and  fascinating.  We  are  especially  grateful  to  him  for  very  gener¬ 
ously  presenting  copies  of  his  remarks  concerning  "The  Parents  of  James 
Henry  Rosenberger  (1821-1867)"  and  the  reproduction  of  the  original  photograph 
of  this  forebear  as  his  contribution  to  the  genealogy. 

You  may  note  in  the  copies  of  family  Bible  records  on  the  pages  winch 
follow  that  during  the  first  half  of  the  century  the  names  were  spelled  Rosen- 
barger  and  through  the  remaining  years  Rosenberger  was  entered.  On  the 
original,  the  ink  was  blue  in  the  left  columns  (pages  vi  and  vii)  and  brown  In 
the  right  column  (page  vii).  Under  the  magnifying  glass  it  appears  on  the 
original  that  the  a  in  the  Rosenbargers  was  corrected  with  the  came  brown  ink 
and  form  of  e  used  at  the  time  Nathan's  birth  was  added.  Two  Rosenbargers 
were  overlooked- -Elizabeth  Mills  Rosenbarger  in  the  Marriage  Record  and 
Mary  Elen  Rosenbarger  in  the  Birth  Record.- -allowing  an  opportunity  to  observe 
the  spelling  mentioned  by  Francis  Coleman  Rosenberger  in  his  Word  From  The 
West:  "The  vowel  change  cf  e  to  a  in  German  names  was  not  infrequent  and 
corresponded  to  the  actual  pronunciation.  Most  branches  of  the  family  have 
retained  the  spelling  Rosenberger,  although  the  spelling  Rosenbarger  is  not 
unknown  today.  "  Ethel  Rmscnberger  Berry  writes:  I  found  it  extremely  inter¬ 
esting  that  the  name  was  spelled  with  an  a  and  then  corrected  to  an  e.  Yes-  - 
it  seems  as  tho  James  Henry  would  have  been  the  one  who  would  do  that.  " 

With  the  birth  of  the  second  son  in  our  family  in  1955  it  seemed  worth 
while  to  collect  a  little  more  information  for  these  boys  who  would  be  carrying 
on  their  family  name.  Through  correspondence  with  Francis  Coleman 
Rosenberger,  William  Lindley ,  and  Ethel  Rosenberger  Berry,  so  much  of 
interest  has  come  to  light  that  words  cannot  express  the  appreciation  due.  The 
compiling  of  all  the  names  by  William  Bindley  was  a  huge  undertaking  as  was 
his  research  into  the  Mills  family.  (He  is  a  recipient  of  the  Masters  Degree 
from  California  Institute  of  Technology  this  June  and  is  a  physicist  engaged  in 
atomic  research.  ) 

Whittier,  California,  resident  Arthur  C.  Brown,  descendant  of  Ruth 
(Mills)  Brown,  suggested  the  "Nottingham  Survey"  showing  the  lots  of  John

In  Octoter  13p3,  in  the  course  of  a  wide  genealogica.l  correspondence,  I 
receiyed  a  letter  from  Mrs,  William  3,  Berry  (Ethel  Clare  Rosenberger  Berry 
born  1882),  oi  Richmond,  Indiana,  a  daughter  of  the  late  President  of  Whittier 
College,  Absalom  Rosenberger  (1849-1934),  and  a  granddaughter  of  James  Henry 
Rosenberger  (1821-1867),  Mrs.  Berry  wrote: 

"I  ^lave  verM  scanty  knowledge  of  my  Virginia  Rosenberger  forebears,  Ny 
grandfather  James  Henry  Rosenberger  left  Virginia  at  the  age  of  thirteen  or 
about  the  year  1834  and  settled  in  the  vicinity  of  Thorn town,  Indiana,  at  that 
time  a  wilderness  of  woods.  Here  he  married  and  here  my  father  Absalom  Rosen¬ 
berger  and  his  numerous  brothers  and  sisters  were  born.  I  think  James  Henry's 
father’s  name  was  Joseph,,"  c

The  1830  census  of  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  lists  this  family  group:

It  is  not  unreasonable  that  in  the  decade  between  the  1820  census  and  the 
1830  census,  children  of  Joseph  Rosen berger  other  than  his  daughter  Elizabeth  had 
married  and  established  homes  of  their  own,  leaving  only  "1  male  betwoen  8  and 
10"  as  the  lone  child  at  home  in  the  family  group  of  which  Joseph  was  the 'head* 

If  this  Joseph  was  the  father  of  James  Henry  Rosenberger  who  "left  Virginia 
at  the  age  of  thirteen  or  about  the  year  1834  and  settled  in  the  vicinity  of 
Thornt own,  Indiana,"  and  the  "1  male  between  5  and  10"  in  the  I83O  census  is  that 
James  Henry,  then  we  would  expect  to  find  this  family  group  of  throe  to  disap¬ 
pear  from  the  records  of  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  and  to  reappear  in  the 
records  of  Indiana  "in  the  vicinity  of  Thornt own" .

The  census-taker  may  not  have  been  perfect  in  the  spelling  of  surnames 
but  Joseph  is  there.  On  page  180.  of  the  1840  census  of  Madison  County',  Indiana"  *

It  has  been  noted  by  Hr.  Hi  Hi  am  B.  Lindle,r  that  the  parents  of  Elizabeth 
Mills,  the  future  wife  of  James  Henry  Rosenberger  (1821-1867),  had  moved'to 
Madison  County,  Indiana,  in  1833. 


A  number  of  transactions  in  land  bj*  Joseph  Rosenberger  and  his  wife  Mary 
are  recorded  in  Shenandoah  County,  ,ri rgi nia,  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  1800  ’ s , 
He  would  hope  to  find  a  deed  in  Madison  County,  Indiana,  for  the  purchase  of  land 
there  by  Joseph  Rosenberger  and  his  wife  Mary  in  the  1830’s.  Unhappily,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Madison  Circuit  Court  has  advised  me  that  "the  Court  House  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  1880  so  all  our  records  previous  to  that  time  were  destroyed 
by  fire."  The  1840  Madison  County  census  record  must  suffice  to  place  Joseph 
Rosenberger  in  the  County, 


Joseph  Rosenberger,  who  was  listed  as  between  60  and  70  in  the  1840  census 
does  not  appeal'  in  the  1880  census.  In  that  year,  however,  James  Henry  Rosen¬ 
berger  appears  in  his  own  right  as  the  head  of  a  family  in  neighboring  Boone 
County,  Indiana:

Only  one  consideration  has  been  urged  against  this  identification  of  Joseph 
Rosenberger  of  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  as  the  father  of  James  Henry  Rosen- 
berger.  This  involves  the  maiden  name  of  his  wife  Mary. 

The  records  of  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  show  clearly  that  Joseph 
Rosenberger  was  married  to  Mary  Grady,  daughter  of  William  Grady,  in  1805.  The 
Shenandoah  County  marriage  bond  records  show  a  bond,,  dated  February  27  i?!05 

for  Joseph  Rosenberger  and  Mary  Grady,  daughter  of  William.  The  marriage  regis¬ 
ter  carries  an  entry  by  Anderson  Moffett  that  ,f I  hereby  Certify  that  Joseph 
Rosenberger  and  Mary  Grady  are  lawfully  married  by  License  given  under  my  hand. 
*h^.3rd  day  of  March,  180V  There  is  even  of  record  a  consent  note  from 
-llliam  Grady  setting  forth  that  "I  Do  agree  to  Let  Joseph  Rosenberger  uave  vy 
Laughter  as  I  am  willing  for  her  to  get  Married. !1 

It  has  been  urged  that  the  wife  of  Joseph-  Rosenberger,  father  of  James  TTenry 
Rosenberger,  was  not  Mary  C-rady  but  was  Mary  "McElwee,"  and  that  according  the" 
Joseph  Rosenberger  of  Shenandoah  County,  who  married  Mary  Grady,  could  not  be 
the  father  of  James  Henry  F.osenterger0 

Some  little  time  and  effort  have  been  spent  by  genealogically-minded 
descendants  of  James  Henry  Rosenberger  in  an  endeavor  to  find  some  public  record 

f^ulyrecord  of  HarW  "McElwee , "  So  far  as  I  know  this  effort  has  been 
entnely  without  success.  Even  the  discovery  of  Mary  "McElwee,"  however  would 
not  necessarily  invalidate  or  be  inconsistent  with  the  identification  of  *  Joseph 
rosenberger  of  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  as  the  father  of  James  Henry  Rosen- 
berger ,  inasmuch  as  Joseph  Rosenberger  of  Shenandoah  County,  who  married  Mary 
u-rady  in  1805,  could,  of  course,  have  been  twice  married. 

,  .  *  F  I70^ld  appfar  t0  be  of  value  to  examine  carefully  the  basis  for  the  be¬ 
lief  that  tne  mother  of  James  Henry  Rosenberger  was  Mary  "McElwee, 11 

_  ^  Th®  Sde5t  records  in  tho  possession  of  the  family,  consisting  of  loose 
ages  of  mole  records,  give  the  date  of  the  birth  of  James  Henry  Rosenberger 
but  ao  not  give  the  names  of  his  parents. 

The  name  "McElwee"  appears  in  a  small  note  book  of  family  records,  T^ese 
records  are  captioned  "Rosenberger  tree  beginning  with  Absalom  Rosenberger  »s 
Granaparent s  Joseph  and  Mary  McElwee  Rosenberger  who  lived  in  the  Shenandoah 

a  ley,  Virginia,"  The  first  entry  is:  "Joseph  Rosenberger  m.  Mary  McElwee 
She  lived  to  the  age  of  110  yrs."  "  ’  “ 

It  may  be  noted  that  if  in  fact  the  mother  of  James  Henry  Rosenberger 
1 1 ve d  to  the  age  of  110  yrs,"  she  would,  even  if  she  were  at  the  time  of 
James  Henry's  birth,  have  been  living  as  late  as  1885. 

yt  is  clear  from  this  note  book  itself,  which  lists  dates  of  birthsand 
marriages  and  deaths,  without  a  change  in  the  ink  or  handwriting,  as  late  as  the 
Os  and  early  1930's,  that  the  note  book  record  must  necessarily  have  been 
written  as  recently  as  the  early  1930's. 


I  am  informed  that  the  note  hook  record  was  prepared  by  Florabel  Patterson 
Rosenberger  (1863-1934),  the  second  v/ife  of  Absalom  Rosenberger  (1849-1934), 
v/hom  he  married  in  1910, 

It  seems  hardly  probable  that  Absalom  Rosenberger 1 s  second  wife  would  have 
any  personal  knov/ledge  of  Absalom's  grandmother's  maiden  name, 

Mrs,  William  Et  Perry,  daughter  of  Absalom  Rosenberger,  commented  in  a  let¬ 
ter  of  January  10,  195*,  to  Mrs.  Homer  G,  Rosenberger,  Jr c : 

"]Jo  doubt  you  know  that  the  handwriting  in  the  little  book  is  Grandma 
Belle's,  I  do  not  know  where  the  information  came  from,  I  suspect  that  it  is 
partly  Grandfather's  memory  particularly  of  the  earlier  generation.  If  this  is 
the  case  it  is  possible  that  he  was  incorrect  about  the  name  McElwce ,  With 
regard  to  the  time  when  the  book  was  compiled  the  latest  recording  in  her  - 
Grandma  Eelle's  -  penmanship  is  the  death  of  my  sister  Lucille  in  1931*  1  think 

that  dates  the  book  approximately," 

Absalom  Rosenberger  himself,  in  reminiscences  of  his  early  life,  which  he 
left  in  manuscript,  does  not  mention  his  paternal  grandparents. 

If  Joseph  Rosenberger  died  before  the  I85O  census,  his  grandson  Absalom 
Rosenberger,  tern  in  18'4g  (not  to  be  confused  with  his  uncle,  Absalom  Rosen¬ 
berger,  son  of  Joseph),  could  scarcely  have  had  any  personal  recollection  of 
him.  If,  however,  Joseph's  wife  in  fact  "lived  to  the  age  of  110  yrs, "  some 
mention  of  her  might  reasonably  be  expected0 

Absalom  Rosenberger 's  reminiscences  comment  interestingly  on  other  members 
of  the  family  and  scenes  of  a  hundred  years  ago,  I  quote  here  brief  excerpts 
from  a  2 2 -page ,  single-spaced  typed  manuscript  which  I  had  the  pleasure  of  examin¬ 
ing,  through  the  courtesy  of  Mrs,  Homer  Ge  Rosenberger,  Jr,,  in  March  195?: 

"I  was  born  in  a  log-cabin,  situated  on  the  banks  of  Wolf  Creek,  three 
and  one  half  miles  to  the  south-west  of  Thorntown,  Indiana.,  'in  the  ^ear  of 
our  Lord  December  26,  1849',  at  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  ,  ,  , 

"My  memory  is  somewhat  indistinct  about  these  early  years  and  especial¬ 
ly  so  of  the  various  places  where  we  had.  our  home  for  we  dwelt  in  various 
places  until  we  had  a  farm  home  of  our  own,  ,  „ 

"Certain  incidents  are  firmly  fixed  in  my  memory  connected  with  our 
tenure  at  the  Lancaster  farm,  ,  ,  It  was  while  living  here  that  TTncle 
George  Rosenberger,  from  Virginia,  came  to  visit  us,  bringing  his  family 
in  what  was  called  a  'carry  all',  a  vehicle  well  named  as  he  brought  all 
his  belonging  with  them  in  it «. 

"When  I  was  four  years  old  my  father  entered  into  membership  with  the 
Friends,  taking  the  boys  of  the  family  along  with  him.  At  that  time  the 
daughters  were  Friends  for  mother  was  a  birth-right  member  and  the  daughters 
thereby  were  accepted  as  birth-right  members  but  the  boys  we  re  excluded 
since  the  father  was  a  non~menber„  He  immediately  set  about  becoming  a  con¬ 
sistent  Friend  by  strict  conformity  to  their  demands  for  'plainess  of  dress 
and  address,,'  A  life  of  self-sacrifice  began  with  me  immediately  for  my 
father  proceeded  promptly  to  clip  from  the  top  of  my  little  can  an  orna,- 
mental  button  which  to  my  childish  eyes  was  a  thing  of  beauty  and  a  joy 
forever.  To  the  day  of  his  death  my  father  deported  himself  in  perfect 
accord  with  the  customs  and  traditions  of  the  old  fashioned  Friends  for  he 
was  a  Friend  by  conv incement  and  loyal  to  the  last6

"My  memory  runs  back  to  a  time  in  our  neighborhood  when  nothing  but 
log-cabins  dotted  the  landscape  and  not  a  carpet  of  any  description  covered 
a  floor  in  any  of  them.  Tongue-and-groove  lumber  vras  unknown  so  that  cracks 
were  opened  between  the  boards  of  the  floors  for  the  admission  of  fresh 
air  making  it  unnecessary  to  give  instruction  on  proper  ventillation, 

"'dell  do  I  remember  a  trip  that  our  family  made  to  see  relatives  in 
Madison  County,  Indiana,  My  grandmother  Mills  and  most  of  her  cons  and 
daughters  lived  in  the  Pipe  Creek  neighborhood  and  our  household  decided 
it  vras  time  to  make  them  a  visit,  .  , 

"Cur  relatives  were  not  numerous  in  Boone  County,  Uncle  Uilliam 
Mills  lived  three  miles  on  a  bee-line,  consisting  of  himself  and  Aunt 
Tabitha  and  their  children,  viz:  -  Rachel,  Martha,  Rhoda,  Elizabeth,  Milton 
Henry,  Fathan  Elliott  Ellwood  and  Albert  who  died  in  childhood.  Uncle  James 
Brown  and  Aunt  Ruth  lived  three  miles  to  the  north-east  and  o\ir  road 
thither  was  along  an  Indian  trail  mostly  through  great  forests  of  beautiful 
trees.  The  children  were:  -  John,  Uilliam,  Mary  Elizabeth,  Cynthia,  Harvey 
and  Ira  '-'ho  died  when  a  small  boy.  Uncle  George  and  Aunt  Mary  Rosenberger 
lived  a  half  mile  to  the  east  across  the  fields  and  through  the  woods  and 
their  children  were  :  -  Sarah,  Amanda,  Susan,  Reuben,  and  Peter  and  Oliver. 
Uncle  George  and  family  within  a  few  years  moved  to  Milford  eastern  Illi¬ 
nois  and  we  saw  little  of  them  after  their  mo^e  thither, 

"The  first  time  I  ever  vent  beyond  the  boundaries  of  Boone  County 
after  that  early  trip  to  Pipe  Creek  was  when  about  thirteen  years  old.  The 
four  boys  of  our  family  accompanied  by  Abel  Barker,  a  neighbor,  and  Solomon 
Johnson,  whose  home  was  in  Illinois,  went  in  our  road  v,agon  to  visit  the 
families  of  Uncle  George  Rosenberger  and  our  Thiele  Christopher  and  Aunt 
Mary  Becker.  It  required  two  days  in  which  to  reach  our  destinati on0 " 

In  conclusion,  there  is  much  evidence  to  suggest  that  Joseph  Rosenberger 
of  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  who  married  Mary  Grady  in  1S09,  was  the  father 
of  James  Henry  Rosenberger.  It  is  possible  that  Joseph  Rosenberger  was  twice 
married,  but  I  believe  that  it  is  also  quite  possihLe  that  the  name  Mary 
"McElwee"  in  the  note  book  compiled  in  the  early  1930’s  is  simply  an  error,  and 
that  James  Henry  Rosenberger  (1821~1S67)  vras  the  son  of  Joseph  Rosenberger  (born 
about  17 SO)  and  his  wife  Mary  Grady,  daughter  of  Uilliam  Grady, 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  identification  may  bo  firmly  proved  or  disproved 
by  public  or  family  records  still  to  come  to  light.

This  tradition  or  gencology  was  written  by  my  grandfather,  Jeremiah  Mills, 
along  1840  to  1850  in  Madison  County,  Indiana.  As  you  will  see  he  stopped,  as 
they  say  -  short  off  -  and  never  did  get  it  finished.  -  -  -  -  -  J.  Frank  Mills

I  shall  begin  a  tradition  received  from  my  father,  which  will  reach  back  to 
the  17th  century  in  the  memorable  days  of  William  Penn. 

My  great  grandfather,  I  cannot  tell  how  many  generations  back,  came  from 
England  and  arrived  in  Philadelphia  in  the  early  days  of  that  now  populous  city. 
There  was  also  another  young  man  by  the  name  of  Harrold  came  with  him.  After 
landing,  I  suppose  they  had  nothing  but  their  hands  to  depend  on  for  a  living,  and 
lumber  for  a  building  being  required,  these  two  young  men  bought  what  was  called 
a  whipsaw  and  went  to  work.  How  long  they  continued  in  this  line  of  business,  I 
am  not  able  to  say,  but  until  they  wore  the  saw  out  -  then,  they  broke  it  into  and 
made  them  handsaws,  one  of  which  I  remember  to  have  seen  often  when  a  boy. 

It  was  in  the  "Mills"  family.  How  long  these  men  stayed  in  Philadelphia  I  cannot 
tell  but  the  next  certain  account  I  have  of  them  is  in  Virginia  near  Winchester  on 
Opckan  Creek.  There  my  father  was  born  on  the  27th  day  of  October,  17  52. 

About  this  time  the  Indian  troubles  came  on.  what  was  called  "Braddock's  War.  " 
Our  people,  being  Quakers,  became  alarmed  and  left  for  North  Carolina. 

My  great  grandfather  and  all  his  sons  and  daughters  settled  in  Guilford 
County  on  the  waters  of  the  Deep  River.  The  Karr  olds ,  the  Beesons,  the 
Bailees,  the  Ve  nights ,  all  came  about  the  same  time  and  I  think  from  about  the 
same  place  in  Virginia,  the  most  of  which  settled  on  the  waters  of  the  Deep  River, 
although  some  settled  on  the  branches  of  the  Haw  River  and.  others  on  a  creek 
called  Polecat. 

Well,  my  grandfather’s  name  was  Herr,  and  he  married  Rachel  Harrold:  she 
was  my  grandmother  Mills,  so  you  will  see  that  the  Mills’  and  the  Harrold 's  still 
hung  together.  I  think  my  grandmother’s  brother,  Jonathan  Harrold,  moved  to 
Carolina  in  the  year  17  54  and  my  grandfather  in  1755.  My  great  grandfather '  s 
name  was  John.  He  was  married  twice.  I  think  his  first  wife  had  five  sons  and 
nor  more ,  but  I  can't  tell  which  was  the  oddest,  but  know  their  names.  Here 
they  are:  John,  Thomas,  Herr,  Henry  and  William.  And  by  his  last  wife  he  had 
George  and  Jonathan.  About  his  daughters  I  can't  say  how  many  nor  from  which 
wife;  two  are  all  I  remember  to  have  heard  of.  One  married  Y/illiam  Beeson, 
and  the  other,  Henry  Humphries.  He  and  six  others  hung  on  a  postoak  limb  near 
Hillsborough  at  the  regulation  battle  in  17  69. 

Iviy  father  had  one  brother  named  Micajah,  who  married  Mary  Hiatt.  They 
had  but  three  children  -  Solomon,  Susanna,  and  Rachel.  Solomon  married 
Rachel  Hodgeon;  their  children  are  scattered,  one  in  Vrayne,  and  two  in  Randolph 
County,  Indiana;  two  in  Iowa,  and  one  buried  on  the  road  to  Oregon.  Susannah 
married  Isaac  Hodgeon,  had  a  son  and  daughter.  The  boy  is  dead  and  the  girl  in 
Randolph  County,  Indiana.  Rachel  married  Josh  Reynolds.  He  is  dead.  She  and 
her  family  in  North  Carolina.  Aunt  Charity  married  Peter  Dillon  -  had  no 
children.  Jeremiah  married  St  range  man  Stanley  -  had  five  children.  Aunt 
Elizebeth  ma.rried  Christopher  Hiatt  -  raised  a  large  family  -  Join,  Jesse, 

Rachel,  Sarah,  Elisha,  Jethro,  Elizabeth,  Solomon,  Jonathan,  and  Lavina,  all 
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of  which  married  and  raised  families.  They  are  much  scattered.  Some  gone  to 
Oregon.  Aunt  Rachel  married  Ro  Hodgeon  -  had  two  children,  Herr  and  Sarah. 
My  father  married  Elizabeth  Horn.  She  had  a  brother,  Jeremiah  Horn.  He 
married  Judith  Thornburg  and  moved  between  65  and  70  years  ago  to  East 
Tennessee,  and  some  of  his  family  moved  to  Alabama.  I  have  not  heard  from 
them  in  many  years. 

Aunt  Mary  Horn  married  Richard  Heath,  went  to  Tennessee  when  I  was  quite 
young;  they  had  no  children.  My  father's  Uncle  John  married  Sarah  Bails, 
sister  of  Thomas,  the  mighty  hunter.  They  had  two  sons,  John  and  Joseph.  John 
went  to  Tennessee  in  early  times.  I  saw  him  once.  Joseph  stayed  in  Carolina 
until  since  I  was  married,  then  he  moved  to  Clinton  County,  Ohio.  He  raised 
four  boys  and  two  girls.  Jane  married  Henry  Andrews  in  1805.  I  saw  her  at 
passmeeting  at  Deeprivcr.  Sarah  married  a  man  in  the  state  of  Ohio.  As  to  the 
boys  I  do  not  know  who  they  married  except  Jonathan,  who  married  a  Halliday. 

Well  now,  about  Joseph's  sisters.  Sarah  married  William  Hunt,  a  Quaker 
preacher.  They  went  to  England  and  there  died.  From  these  two  came  That 
eloquent  orator,  Nathan  Hunt.  So  far  famed  Abraham  Cook  married  Pheobe. 
Elijah  Stanley  married  Hannah;  Edward  Bond  married  Ann;  Thomas  Cook  married 
Mary;  and  Joseph  Hiatt  married  Kizia.  This  is  the  progeny  of  my  great  uncle, 
John  Mills.  I  had  forgotten  John  Wheeler  married  Rachel. 

Now  we  are  through  with  John's  family.  We  will  begin  with  Thomas  and  see 
what  we  can  say  for  his  family.  He  married  a  Harrold,  sister  to  my  grand¬ 
mother.  They  had  three  sons,  Richard,  Ruben,  and  Thomas.  Richard  had  a 
large  family,  I  cannot  say  how  many,  but  will  name  some  I  have  seen  and  others 
I  have  heard  of.  Asa,  William  and  Herr,  I  have  seen  and  if  I  am  not  mistaken 
have  heard  of  others.  They  went  to  Tennessee  before  my  remembrance.  Ruben 
stayed  on  Deepriver  until  1807.  He  moved  to  Belmont  County,  Ohio.  He  was 
blind  some  years  before  he  died.  Thomas  died  of  consumption  on  the  Pengbranch. 
He  had  but  four  children  to  live  and  have  families.  His  wife  was  Jemimah  Janes. 
Daniel  Mills,  their  son,  married  a  woman  named  Carr.  Richard  married  an 
Osburn.  Elizabeth  married  Golomon  Hodgeon  and.  Sarah  married  one-eyed 
John  Hodgeon. 

My  great  uncle  Henry  raised  but  four  (five?)  children  that  I  remember.  One 
son  and  four  daughters.  His  wife  was  Thornburgh  of  the  stock  of  Walter  Thorn¬ 
burgh.  Old  Henry  sat  at  the  head  of  Deep  River  meeting  from  my  first 
remembi ancc  until  he  oocame  too  infirm  to  get  there.  His  son  Aaron  married 
Charity  Mendenhall  -  had  moved  to  Tennessee.  I  never  saw  him  that  I  remember 
of.  He  was  among  the  stoutest  men  in  his  day.  Sarah  married  Carlton  Johnson. 
Hannah  married  Monlove  Wheeler.  Ruth  married  James  Johnson.  Rachel  was 
never  married  but  kept  house  for  her  father  as  long  as  he  lived. 

Well,  I  know  nothing  about,  my  father's  uncle  William.  He  and  some  others 
went  to  South  Carolina  in  early  times.  My  father  considered  him  the  most 
active  man  he  ever  saw.  He  was  killed  in  attempting  to  take  a  run -away  Negro. 

He  appeared  to  give  up,  but  while  he  was  getting  a  rope  to  tie  him  the  Negro 
wheeled  and  stabbed  him.  I  saw  a  man  by  the  name  of  Right  in  this  country  who 
said  that  he  was  his  grandfather.  That  he  had  heard  his  grandmother  (mother?) 
relate  the  story  about  her  father  being  killed  by  that  Negro  and  that  William  Mills 
was  his  grandfather *o  name. 
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As  tc  the  other  two  uncles  I  know  but  little  about  them  after  my  great  grand¬ 
father  died.  Their  mother  left  Deep  River  and  went  into  Montgomery  County 
North  Carolina  and  there  stayed.  I  never  saw  George  and  Jonathan  but  once 
Ezekial  Mills,  who  lives  between  Pendleton  and  Greenfield,  Indiana,  is  George's 
son,  and  there  are  some  of  them  in  Indiana  if  living. 

The  Mills  family  are  said  to  be  part  Welch  though  a  very  small  part.  My 
mother's  family  I  cannot  define  though  I  have  heard  her  say  that  her  great 
grandmother's  name  was  Mary  Stafford,  that  she  came  from  Staffordshire  in 
England,  and  that  her  grandmother's  name  was  Mary  Stulair,  that  her  mother's 
name  was  Mary  Coppach,  and  one  of  her  grandfathers  or  great  grandfathers  was 
John  Beeson.  This  is  all  I  can  say  about  my  mother's  race.  She  had  no  uncles 
or  aunts  m  this  country  that  I  know  of.  Her  mother  died  when  she  was  but  eight 
years  old  and  that  she  had  but  little  chance  to  know  much  about  her  geneology. 

Her  father  put  his  three  children  out  and  quit  housekeeping.  After  my  mother 
was  married  my  grandfather  lived  with  her  and  tradition  says  died  there  sitting 
in  his  chair,  went  out  so  easy  that  he  did  not  fall  from  his  chair,  but  was  found 
sitting  there  dead.  His  complaint  was  black  jaundice. 

My  grandfather  died  when  my  father  was  about  nine  years  old,  leaving  a 
weakly  widow  in  the  wilderness  with  a  family  of  small  children  to  support.  I 
have  no  doubt  they  saw  hard  times. 

Thomas  Beals  and  family  lived  near  grandmother's  without  seeing  bread,  as 
I  have  often  heard  old  people  saying.  They  did  not  know  what  it  was  when  my 
grandfather  and  some  other  persons  came  to  see  the  country,  and  happening  to 
have  a  few  cakes  in  their  saddle  bags,  gave  some  to  the  children,  they  did  not  know 
know  what  they  were  but  looked  at  them  awhile  and  never  offered  to  bite  them, 
laying  them  on  a  board  in  the  cabin. 

The  girls  wore  leather  petticoats  made  of  deerskins  and  when  they  were 
young  women  grown  yet  enjoyed  themselves  as  well  as  Queen  Victoria,  dressed 
in  the  silks  of  India  and  the  gems  of  Golconda. 

Well ,  this  Thomas  Beals  was  a  Quaker  preacher  and  like  Nimrod,  the 
mighty  hunter,  he  followed  the  game  and  was  always  forward  in  settling  the  new 
countries.  From  Guilford  he  moved  into  the  mountains  of  Stokes  County,  from 
there  to  Grayson  County,  Virginia,  from  thence  to  the  Giano  on  the  Ohio  River, 
thence  to  Salt  Creek  on  the  Scotio;  there  he  was  buried.  I  once  heard  him  preach. 

He  had  several  brothers.  I  don't  know  how  many,  but  I  remember  to  have  heard 
of  John  Boweter. 

The  Beals  taken  as  a  family  were  considered  very  stout  and  very  active.  I 
will  now  give  the  geneology  of  great  uncle  John's  grandchildren,  the  Hunts. 

William  Hunt  married  Sarah  Mills,  their  children  were:  Uriah,  Isaiah,  Nathan, 
John,  Eliazer,  and  William.  Uriah  died  childless.  Isaiah  raised  a  large  family; 
William,  Jesse,  Isaiah,  and  Thomas,  Ann,  Hannah,  Sarah,  Mary,  and  Rachel. 

Mary  married  Arthur  Richardson.  Rachel  married  Stephen  Coffin,  moved  to 
old  Blue  River,  Iowa.  Stephen  was  a  brother  to  Joseph  and  Abel  Coffin.  He  died 
with  the  cholera.  Nathan,  the  preacher,  was  married  twice.  I  do  not  know  his 
first  wife's  name.  Their  children  were;  Zebulon,  Jabes,  Samuel,  Joseph,  and 
sseneth.  She  is  a  preacher.  Nathan,  after  his  marriage  to  Prudence 
1  hornburgh,  their  children  were  Abigal,  Nathan  and  Thomas.  This  Prudence- 
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Thornburgh  was  a  sister  to  my  aunt  Judith  (Thornburgh)  Horn.  John  Hunt 
married  Rachel  Haworth,  an  aunt  of  Ruth  Wilburn  of  Pipe  Creek.  Their  off¬ 
spring  is  Jonathan,  Stcphenas,  Uriah,  Ira,  John,  and  Nathan;  the  girls  Rachel 
and  Lydia  -  one  married  Oran  Bond,  and  the  other  Samuel  Stafford  of  Hamilton 
County,  Indiana.  Eliazer  married  Lydia  Worley;  their  children:  Zadock, 

Ithamar,  Asher,  Azael,  Zimri,  Hiram,  John,  and  Bulah. 

William  married  Susannah  Clemmants,  their  children:  Uriah,  Peter,  Hiram, 
Hiram,  Eleazer,  Rhoda,  and  Susa.  Uriah  in  Philadelphia,  Peter  in  California 
or  Oregon.  James,  I  had  forgotten.  Uriah  Baldwin  married  Hannah  Hunt,  she 
raised  a  big  family  and  died  in  Wayne  County  in  1831,  failing  dead  from  her  chair, 
and  I  will  tell  you  that  her  mother,  Sarah  Hunt,  in  Carolina,  not  getting  up  one 
morning  as  common,  some  of  the  children  went  into  her  room  and  found  her 
there,  dead  and  cold. 

Now  you  will  sec  that  the  Mills,  the  Harrolds,  the  Beales,  the  Hunts,  the 
Cooks,  the  Bonds,  the  Stanleys,  the  Hiatts  and  the  Beesons  are  mostly  connected, 
and  that  their  offspring  is  fast  peopling  the  world. 

But,  now  I  will  speak  of  a  more  breedy  race.  I  mean  the  Hogeons  or 
Hodgcons  as  they  use  to  write  their  name.  The  first  I  heard  of  them,  they  came 
from  Europe  in  the  days  of  Blackboard,  the  sea-pirate,  the  vessel  being  taken 
that  brought  the  first  of  the  names  over.  I  cannot  tell  the  blood,  but  I  think  a 
mixture  of  English,  Irish,  and  perhaps  Scotch.  Grandfather  Hod  son  and  his 
wife  were  dead  and  gone  before  my  recollection.  They  had  four  sons  and  two 
daughters:  John,  Chert,  George,  Joseph,  Susannah,  and  Sarah.  John  married 
Mary  Mills,  uncle  Thomas'  daughter,  their  children:  Thomas,  Jonathan,  John, 
the  hatter,  George,  Hurr,  Solomon,  and  Joseph.  The  girls,  Ruth  and  Susannah. 
Sarah  married  Joseph  Lovette,  their  children  are  mostly  dead.  Moses  Hoskins 
and  Francis  Hester  married  the  other  two.  They  moved  to  Highland  County, 

Ohio,  about  the  first  settling,  from  there  they  spread  into  several  of  the  western 
states.  Mioses  Hoskins  raised  a  large  family.  I  don't  -  --  --  --  --  - 
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Will  Book  B.  -  p,  226,  File  No.  .  0570  Guilford  Co.  ,  N.  C.

Item  -  1  Give  St  bequeath  to  my  wife  Elizabeth  all  my  land  3 1  Tenements  during  her 
natural  life,  also  all  my  personal  property,  Except  such  as  Shall  hereafter,  be 
otherwise  disposed  of,  &  as  my  wife  Elizabeth  being  in  a  state  of  insanity,  I  do 
hereby  appoint  &  order  my  son  Jeremiah  Mills  to  be  her  Guardian  St  to  take  into 
his  possession  all  the  Preoperty,  which  I  have  bequeathed  to  her,  Sc  I  hereby  grant 
&  empower  him  the  said  Jeremiah,  to  manage  her  estate,  in  the  way  Sc  manner 
which  he  may  think  most  advantegious  to  the  interest  of  the  Legatees,  &  her  com¬ 
fort,  3c  Support,  S:  if  my  son  Jeremiah  should  take  care  of  his  mother,  2t  furnish 
her  with  a  competent  share  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  during  hc-r  natural  life,  that 
he  shall  receive  compleat  Sc  ample  compensation  for  his  trouble,  from  the  profits 
arising  from  the  farm  3c  sale  of  perishable  property,  and  if  my  Son  Jeremiah 
should  fail  to  furnish  his  mother  with  a  competant  share  of  the  necessaries  of  life 
suitable  to  her  age  3c  condition  that  he  shall  be  removed  from  his  Guardianship  and 
another  appointed.

It  is  my  will  that  if  any  diference  should  arise  among  rny  heirs  relative  to 
my  estate  that  such  diference  so  arising  shall  be  settled  two  men  chosen  by  the 
disputants  but  if  they  cannot  agree  the  two  shall  choose  the  third  whose  decetion 
shall  be  as  binding  on  the  parties  as  the  Verdict  of  a  Jury.

Item  -  I  give  unto  my  Son  Jonathan  Six  yards  of  home  spun  full  cloth. 

Item  -  I  give  unto  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Couch  Two  Ewe  Sheep. 

Item  -  I  give  unto  my  daughter  Rachel  .Maris  Two  Ewe  Sheep  -3c  that  they  take 
choice  out  of  my  flock. 

Item  -  I  give  unto  Granddaughter  Rachel  Mills  one  two  year  old  heifer. 

Item  -  It  is  ray  will  that  my  Granddaughter  Ruth  Aiills  have  its  first  heifer  calf. 
Item  -  Also  that  Betsey  Mills  have  the  first  heifer  calf  that  Ruth  has, 

I  hereby  make  3c  ordain  my  son  Jeremiah  3c  John  Maris  my  Executors, 
to  this  my  last  Will  5c  testament  revoking  all  others.

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Land  records  are  an  interesting  source  of  information  concerning  Joseph 
as  indicated  in  the  November,  1956,  letter  of  Francis  Coleman  Rosenbcrgcr. 

"Another  line  of  investigation  is  in  the  land  records,  on  the  chance  that  his 
father  or  brother  or  some  other  family  connection  is  named  in  a  deed  which 
would  identify  him.  "

FAMILY  RECORD,  WRITTEN  BY  RACHEL  (ROSENBERGER)  DILI 
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I  was  born  Aug,  25  1858.  My  Fathers  name  was  James  Henry  Rosenberger« 
My  mothers  maiden  name  was  Elizabeth  Mills.  Our  home  was  at  Walnut  Grove 
where  resided  a  small  company  of  Friends.  My  Father  and  Mother  belonging  to 
that  church,  the  children  had  a  birthright  membership.  The  eldest  named 
Joseph  Zigler  &  Jcrimiah  &  Deborah  St  Mary  Ellen  St  Absa.lom  St  Nathan  St  Ruth 
and  Rachel.  When  I  was  five  years  old  I  lost  my  mother  by  death.  Father  was 
married  again  to  Almira  Hadley.  She  had  three  children.  Florence,  Alonza  and 
Lydia  Ann  Hadley.  We  sold  our  house  at  Walnut  Grove  preparetory  to  moving  to 
Iowa  where  Father  had  purchased  land.  He  was  taken  ill  and  we  could  not 
continue  our  Journey  so  rented  a  place  at  Sugar  Plain,  another  community  of 
Friends,  until  he  should  sufficiently  recover  to  proceed  on  out  to  our  home  in 
Iowa.  At  this  place  a  baby  girl  was  born,  Evelyn.  Fathers  sickness  proved  to 
be  coaisumption  and  three  year  after  mother  died  he  also  passed  away  leaving  a 
family  of  9  children  and  three  stepchildren.  Stepmother  could  not  keep  together 
so  large  a  family  so  we  younger  children  found  homes  elsewhere.  A  friend  of 
my  fathers  took  me  into  their  home  at  Farmers  Inst.  Ind.  ,  also  a  community  of 
friends.  Here  I  lived  and  attended  friends  school  until  18  years  of  age  when  I 
went  away  to  school,  later  returning  to  that  same  pl3.ee.  In  Dec.  20  1878  was 
married  to  Alphonso  Kazzard  W ainw right  at  Lafayette  Ind.  but  lived  at  Farmers 
Inst.  On  May  4  1880  our  son  Henry  Anderson  was  born.  Aug  10  1881,  our 
daughter  Alphonette  was  born.  Oct  30  1881  my  husband  fell  asleep  leaving  me 
with  two  small  children  to  care  for.  I  went  to  Iowa  and  lived  with  my  youngest 
brother  Nathan  who  at  that  time  was  single.  At  this  place  I  herd  the  3  u  Angels 
Message  printed  by  Elders  McCoy  and  Hawkins.  I  believed  and  accepted  it, 
signed  the  covenant  and  was  baptized,  there  being  no  church  of  adventists.  I 
later  joined  at  Thorntown  Ind,  On  March  10  1888  Joshua  Eli  Dill  and  I  were 
married  at  Lebanon  Ind.  ,  the  county  seat  of  Boone  Co.  Our  home  was  at 
Thorntown.  For  a  short  time  we  lived  at  Y/inimac  Ind.  Here  a  son  Ivan  J.  was 
born.  Y/e  soon  moved  back  to  Thorntown.  Here  a  baby  girl  Lenore  was  born  in 
June  3  1891.  About  1892  wc  moved  to  Battle  Creek.  My  husband  thinking  he 
might  regain  his  health  at  the  Sanatorium  there,  but  he  was  never  well  and  on 
Aug  10  1902  he  passed  away.  In  the  cemetery  there  he  sleeps  awaiting  the  call 
of  the  lifegiver.  My  son  Henry  in  1896  joined  the  U.  S.  Army  Troop  B,  5 
Cavalry,  and  died  at  Tampa  Florida  Aug.  1898  while  awaiting  transports  to 
Porto  Rico.  In  Sept,  of  1902  Alphonette  came  to  Calif,  and  April  1906  my  daugh¬ 
ter  Lenars  and  I  also  came,  Ivan  J.  coming  later.  My  son  Ivan  died  the  morning 
of  April  7,  1941,  at  Stockton,  Calif.  My  dear  daughters  are  still  near  me  with 
their  precious  families  children  Grandchildren.  Two  of  them  adopted  by  rny 
daughter  Lenore  6  great,  grandchildren  and  the  dear  little  generation  keeps 
coming.  By  the  mercy  of  God  I  as  still  living  and  enjoying  a  good  degree  of 
health,  1  haven't  tried  to  describe  the  ups  and  downs,  disappointments  sorrows 
and  joys  that  have  been  my  lot  as  I  look  back  over  my  checkered,  pathway  the 
sadness  and  sorrow  and  homesickne s s  that  was  my  lot  during  my  lonely  childhood 
the  longing  for  my  very  own  flesh  and  blood  how  my  heart  pities  the  orphan  but 
our  God  and  Father  of  love  has  an  especial  care  for  the  orphan  and  in  an  especial 
way  he  watches  over  them.  If  I  tried  to  tell  all  my  life  I  would  need  to  write  a 
book,  but  the  main  thing  is  He  has  lead,  us  all  the  way  brought  to  us  a  knowledge 
of  His  saving  truth  and  desire  to  serve  Him  while  wc  live  and  to  have  by  His 
grace  a  liveing  hope  of  a  part  in  the  first  resurrection.  If  ever  the  need  arises 
you  can  pick  out  what  would  be  necessary  the  rest  is  for  your  girls. 


Loma  Linda,  Calif. 
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.  .  .  When  four  years  of  age  we  lived  on  a  farm  adjacent  to  the  Sugar  Plain 
meeting-house  belonging  to  William  O.  Lancaster,  later  passing  into  the 
possession  of  Chalkley  Chawner  and  still  in  the  hands  of  his  heirs.  .  . 

From  the  Lancaster  farm  we  moved  to  one. of  oiar  own  having  as  its  content 
one  hundred  acres  mostly  in  timber.  There  were  a  few  acres  cleared  and  suit¬ 
able  for  farming  but  most  of  the  land  was  in  heavy  oak,  walnut,  poplar,  sugar 
and  beech  woods  and  the  work  of  making  ready  for  tilling  was  the  labor  of  the 
next  few  years.  We  could  go  for  miles  in  every  direction  from  our  door  along 
the  Indian  trails  without  letting  down  bars  or  opening  gates.  Such  hard  times  as 
those  of  felling  the  trees,  piling  into  great  log-heaps  for  burning  and  in  ridding 
the  ground  of  the  brush,  have  left  a  lasting  memory  with  me.  The  task  seemed 
never  ending.  Year  by  year,  however,  an  inroad  was  made  on  the  woods  by  tak¬ 
ing  in  a  new  field  every  season  and  in  a  few  years  the  timberland  was  reduced  to 
within  the  safe  limits  for  wo  must  preserve  enough  to  make  sure  of  the  firewood 
supplies  for  generations  that  were  to  follow.  The  work  of  draining  the  fields  was 
no  light  task  for  the  grounds  were  swampy  and  ditches  must  be  run  in  systematic 
order,  with  a  main  channel  leading  into  some  water  course  or  branch  as  they 
were  called.  The  water  course  running  from  the  so  called  "Crane  Pond"  in 
which  grew  huge  cotton-wood  trees  which  served  as  nesting  places  for  cranes 
made  its  way  across  our  farm  to  the  northeast  and  emptied  into  Dixon's  Branch 
which  in  turn  found  its  outlet  in  Wolf  Creek  and  Wolf  into  Sugar  Creek  a  mile 
north  of  Sugar  Plain  meetinghouse.  .  . 

Plainness  of  dress  included  a  kind  of  half  cut-away  coat  called  a  "Shad  with 
standing  collar,  vest  without  lap  of  any  kind  and  trousers  of  the  ancient  flap 
model  such  as  the  Friends  used  to  wear,  the  hair  might  not  be  parted  but  pulled 
down  straight  on  the  forehead  giving  the  appearance  of  having  been  cut  to  the 
pattern  of  a  washpan  covering  the  head  producing  a  decidedly  round-head  effect. 
The  color  of  the  garments  should  be  at  least  free  from  any  gaudy  appearance. 
Likewise  the  woman  must  go  in  modest  apparel,  ribbons  not  too  glaring  in  color 
and  showing  by  every  other  evidences  that  they  belonged  to  our  beloved  Society. 
Plainess  of  address  meant  the  use  of  thee  and  thou  in  speaking  to  single  individ¬ 
uals  instead  of  the  plural  form  of  you  in  the  singular  as  was  in  common  use 
generally  among  all  classes  except  the  Friends.  Instead  of  using  the  heathen 
names  of  the  month  and  of  the  days  of  the  week,  the  Friends  designated  them  by 
the  numerals  such  as  First-day,  Second-day  and  so  on  through  the  days  of  the 
week  and  the  months  in  like  manner  as  First  month,  Second  month  and  so  on. 

To  depart  therefrom  was  a  serious  offense  even  punishable  by  disciplinary  meas¬ 
ures.  In  their  Queries  read  at  school  some  levity  was  indulged  in  at  the  expense 
of  the  Quaker  boys  who  adhered  to  the  Quaker  style  of  dress  or  more  properly 
speaking  whose  parents  insisted  on  their  children  obeying  this  admonition.  Upon 
one  occasion  when  a  large  boy  was  teasing  me  by  threatening  to  Lear  my  round- 
tail  coat  James  Rees  came  to  my  rescue  by  telling  the  large  boy  of  the  cowardly 
trick  of  imposing  upon  a  small  boy  and  of  promising  him  a  sound  beating  if  he 
caught  him  at  it  again.  It  worked  and  no  further  trouble  came  to  me  from  that 
source,  and  James  became  a  kind  of  hero  in  my  estimation.  My  father  never 
put  into  disuse  his  Quaker  garb  even  when  my  mother  continued  to  wear  her 
"dove  Colored"  bonnet  until  her  death.  The  simplicity  of  those  good  old 
fashioned  days  lives  with  me  still  and  I  feel  very  grateful  for  its  influence  in 
helping  me  to  a  peace  and  contentment  through  years  when  work  was  hard  and 
the  wages  low  and  of  necessity  strict  economy  essential.  In  looking  back  over 
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the  years  I  would  not  have  this  experience  taken  away  by  any  process  of  elimin¬ 
ation.  Our  own  day  would  be  vastly  improved  by  an  experience  similar  in 
character  though  not  quite  so  exacting. 

My  school  life  began  in  the  log- cabin  Friends  Meeting-house  at  Walnut 
Grove,  so  called  from  the  abundance  of  walnut  trees  growing  in  that  neighborhood. 
Today  the  timber  consisting  of  oak,  walnut,  poplar  and  beech  cut  and  burned  in 
log-heaps  to  get  rid  of  it  on  our  farm  would  be  far  more  valuable  than  the  farm 
itself.  My  years  numbered  four  at  the  time  of  my  entrance  upon  school  duties 
and  the  days  of  actual  attendance  were  few  but  it  served  me  as  a  start.  In  all 
the  years  of  my  school  life  1  do  not  remember  a  day  when  I  would  have  been  a 
willing  truant  for  the  schoolroom  and  its  duties  were  always  a  delight  to  me.  .  . 

.  .  .1  never  failed  to  receive  the  usual  reward  of  merit  for  faithfulness  in 
"speaking  pieces"  on  the  afternoon  of  Sixth-day  when  all  were  required  to  come 
up  to  the  platform  and  declaim,  a  real  ordeal,  which  caused  many  a  bashful  boy 
to  fall  from  grace  in  the  eyes  of  the  teacher.  In  all  my  younger  years  I  did  not 
permit  a  prize  offered  for  good  work  to  escape  me  except  in  penmanship  and  in 
it  partial  success  crowned  my  efforts.  William  P.  Brown  conducted  writing 
schools  of  evenings  in  school-houses  within  the  radius  of  four  or  five  miles  of 
his  home  whereby  he  accumulated  a  few  dollars  for  his  own  personal  expenses. 
One  was  held  in  our  schoolhouse  which  was  attended  by  most  of  the  young  people 
of  the  neighborhood.  The  first  thing  on  the  first  evening  all  were  required  to 
write  in  their  best  hand:  "This  is  a  speciman  of  my  penmanship"  and  this  was 
filed  away  to  the  end  of  the  term  by  the  teacher.  The  la.st  thing  on  the  last  night 
was  another  effort  at:  "This  is  a  speciman  of  my  penmanship.  "  The  teacher 
then  pinned  every  scholars  two  writings  together  and  passed  them  to  judges  who 
had  been  invited  in  for  the  purpose  and  they  were  to  examine  and  award  prizes, 
first,  second  and  third.  It  so  came  to  pass  that  my  brother  Jeremiah  took  first 
prize  as  the  best  penman,  Nathan  the  brother  younger  than  myself  second  prize 
as  being  second  best  and  it  fell  to  my  lot  to  win  the  third  prize  as  having  made 
the  most  improvement.  The  boys  teased  me  with  the  declaration  that  there  was 
need  for  improvement  in  my  case.  .  . 

We  arrived  at  Uncle  George's  home  after  dark  and  took  thorn  by  surprise 
but  we  did  not  find  them  unwilling  to  receive  us.  What  times  we  had  for  the  next 
week  with  the  young  people  of  the  two  families.  It  was  in  some  respects  like 
discovering  a  new  world  for  I  did  not  before  know'  of  the  Decker  family  who  had 
lived  many  years  in  that  section.  The  young  folks  were  full  of  life  and  they  made 
the  visit  most  interesting.  Two  of  the  Decker  boys  (Isaac  and  Jack)  were  men 
and  had  served  valiently  in  the  Civil  War  and  they  gave  charming  stories  of  army 
life.  .  . 


.  .  .  It  was  the  Quaker  ideal  that  every  boy  and  every  girl  belonging  to  their 
"Religious  Society"  should  have  i\  common  school  or  elementary  education  a.nd 
in  so  far  .  as  was  possible  that  all  should  take  advanced  work  at  their  Academics. 
It  was  at  the  academies  that  the  teachers  were  prepared  for  the  work  of  teaching 
in  their  lower  grade  neighborhood  schools.  No  child  should  be  permitted  to  grow 
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up  without  having  passed  in  the  three  "Rs"  as  the  term  was  applied  to  writing, 
reading  and  arithmetic.  Thus  illiteracy  was  practically  unknown  to  the 
F  riends.

"I  will  mention  a  few  items  from  Clara  Camp.  She  gives  the  birth  and 
death  dates  of  the  Rosenberger  grandparents  James  Henry  and  Elizabeth  and 
mentions  that  both  were  "elders  in  Sugar  Plain  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends" 
at  the  time  of  their  death.  She  had  taken  these  statistics  from  her  mother's 
Bible.  In  our  conversation  yesterday  she  mentioned  that  our  grandfather, 

James  Henry,  had  bought  land  in  Iowa  and  was  preparing  to  move  there  but  he 
caught  cold  and  it  ran  into  consumption- -  she  thought  he  lived  about  five  months 
from  the  beginning  of  his  illness  until  his  death.  .  .  " 

"Clara  said  that  as  the  family  was  growing  up  during  Civil  War  days 
they  were  in  rather  difficult  financial  circumstances.  James  Henry  and 
Elizabeth  were  staunch  Quakers  and  held  firmly  to  the  Quaker  Peace  testimony. 
Consequently  they  were  taxed  heavily  since  they  would  not  go  to  war.  Of  course 
actual  cash  money  v/as  scarce  in  those  days  and  all  this  made  living  very 
difficult  for  the  family.  .  .  " 

Both  Jaimes  Henry  and  Elizabeth  Mills  are  buried  in  the  cemetery 
connected  with  Sugar  Plain  Meeting  House.  I  saw  their  stones  when  I  visited 
there.  Deborah  Mills,  mother  of  Elizabeth  is  buried  in  Iowa.  .  .  where  she 
migrated  with  her  daughter  in  early  days  as  a  widow.  I  am  sure  that  all  the 
grandpa.ren.ts  once  lived  in  the  Walnut  Grove  community  near  Thorntown  but 
we  could  find  no  trace  of  the  school  or  Meetinghouse.  Sugar  Plain,  also  near 
Thorntown,  was  a  larger  and  stronger  Meeting  and  apparently  absorbed  the 
other,  I  remember  my  Grandfather  Kendall's  funeral  in  Walnut  Grove  Meeting 
House.  I  was  only  four  years  at  the  time.  .  .  " 

"I  remember  my  Aunt  Rachel  just  dimly  and  Henry  and  Alfonette- -nick¬ 
named  "Fonnie.  "  We  visited  her  when  1  was  just  a  very  small  child.  Before 
we  migrated  to  Kansas  w'e  visited  all  our  relatives  and  friends  and  so  I 
remember  them  just  vaguely.  .  ,  Strange  things  do  happen  and  it  might  be  quite 
possible  that  Great-grandfather  Joseph  migrated  to  Indiana  and  his  grand¬ 
children  never  heard  of  him.  Perhaps  they  did  know  about  him  but  did  not 
write  it  down  or  mention  him  in  any  way.  .  ,  " 

"We  took  the  Skyline  Drive  a  few  years  ago.  3  was  tremendously  thrilled 
to  think  that  I  v/as  looking  down  over  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  home  of  my 
ancestors.  It  is  very  beautiful  and  I  wonder  how  they  could  leave  it  to  go  to 
the  wilds  of  Indiana.  . 

"I  was  greatly  interested  as  I  re-read  the  Memoirs  to  read  of  the  visit 
they  made  in  Madison  County  to  their  Grandmother  Mills.  .  .  " 

"I  wish  someone  could  make  a  search  of  the  cemeteries  in  Madison 
County.  There  is  one  copy  of  "A  History  of  Boone  County"  in  the  Thorntown 
Library  which  would  possibly  have  some  interesting  information,  ,  .  "

"If  we  could  get  at  the  records  in  Des  Moines  we  might  possibly  find  this 
older  Absalom  Rosenberger ' s  descendants.  I  believe  the  State  Historical 
Society  is  located  there.  You  sec  the  Absalom  R.  of  Des  Moines  would  be  of 
the  same  generation  as  James  Henry  and  would  have  the  same  grandfather  and 
great  grandfather.  At  least  I  have  a  ray  of  hope  that  through  another  branch  of 
the  family  we  might  trace  back  a  little  farther.  .  . 11 


"Obviously  the  ragged  pages  from  the  family  Bible  are  very  old.  So  far 
as  I  can  recall  I  never  saw  them  before.  .  .1  feel  rather  strongly  that  this 
might  be  the  family  Bible  of  James  H.  and  Elizabeth  M.  Rosenberger.  The 
first  column  in  blue  ink  seems  to  be  in  the  same  handwriting- -also  the  entry  of 
my  father's  birth.  Had  you  observed  that  these  are  dated  with  the  names  of 
the  month—that  is--May,  August,  etc.  --while  in  the  second  column  the  Quaker 
terminology- -Sixth  Month,  Tenth  Month  and  so  on  is  used?  Nov/  James  Henry 
was  not  a  Quaker  until  my  father  was  four  years  old  as  he  tells  in  his  Memoirs. 
He  would  be  more  likely  to  use  those  "pagan  names"  than  our  grandmother 
Elizabeth.  I  am  fairly  certain  that  Elizabeth,  a  Quaker  of  Quaker  descent,  from 
North  Carolina  would  have  used  the  numbers  as  for  instance  I  am  writing  you 
on  Sixth  Month  Seventeenth.  I  suppose  this  is  not  positive  proof  but  suggests  at 
least  that  it  might  have  been  written  by  the  hand  of  James  Henry. 


"I  cannot  understand  why  the  names  of  the  parents,  Joseph  and  Mary  were 
not  included- -however  neither  were  the  Mills  parents  listed  so  I  suppose  they 
thought  of  it  as  their  own  individual  family  record  and  not  as  a  genealogy. 

"Now  after. seeing  these  very  old  Bible  pages  from  what  is  apparently  the 
family  record  of  an  older  generation  I  believe  that  Eat  Her  had  them  and  used 
them  in  compiling  his  little  note  book  record.  .  . 


"The  picture  of  my  grandfather  James  Henry  was  in  an  old-fashioned  oval 
frame  and  my  father  usually  had  it  on  the  wall  of  his  bedroom.  He  is  wearing 
the  old-fashioned  Quaker  garb.  .  .  " 


"I  do  not  know  of  any  existing  pictures 
Mills.  Lola  Barker  has  a  very  fine  picture 
Amy  rah  Hadley  (Aunt  Eva's  mother).  They 
couple  both  in  traditional  Quake r  garb,  .  .  "

"I  don't  remember  hearing  my  father  talk  much  of  his  boyhood. 

When  my  Grandfather  Rosenberger  and  Grandmother  Hadley  married,  they 
made  quite  a  large  family,  so  the  boys  wore  placed  to  live  with  other  poop  e. 
Hence?  I  think  my  father's  education  was  gained  mostly  thru  self  education. 

And  I  think  he  did  a  splendid  job  of  it. 

The  first  work  I  know  of  was  when  he  was  employed  by  the  Singer  Sewing 
Machine  Co.  in  Indianapolis.  Later  he  worked  in  a  saw  mill,  was  miller  m 
two  different  grist  mills,  then  owned  and  ran  a  tile  mill.  Last  he  came  o 
Colfax  and  started  a  grocery  store.  He  was  still  m  that  work  when  acciden  y 

struck  and  killed  by  a  train.  "

DEBORAH  (ROSENBERGER)  BARKER  SMITH  GOSSETT  (1844-1925) 

"Now  a  little  about  my  mother.  I  don't  remember  very  much  that  she 
said  about  her  childhood.  It  seems  to  me  that  she  knew  how  to  work  better 
than  she  knew  how  to  play.  She  was  the  oldest  daughter  m  a  family  ol  eight 
children.  The  family  learned  early  to  work.  The  farm  produced  about  all 
they  ate  and  the  clothing  they  wore.  During  a  few  years  of  er  cu. 
young  womanhood  they  were  in  the  seige  of  the  Civil  War  Money  was  scarce 
and  prices  very  high.  They  could  buy  very  little.  Their  farm  yielded  most 
of  their  living.  Cattle  were  raised,  not  only  for  food,  but  for  clothing, 
hides  of  the  cattle  were  tanned  for  shoes.  Grandfather  made  one  pair  a  yeai 
for  each  of  the  family.  They  were  supposed  to  make  them  last  a  year,  i  ey 
would  wear  the  shoes,  or  rather  carry  them,  when  they  went  to  church  ana  ^ 
put  them  on  before  they  went  in  to  the  church,  take  them  ofi  w  ien  t  ley  stance 

home. 

They  raised  flax  and  made  it  into  cotton  material.  The  material  was 
called  linsey.  They  made  their  cotton  garments  out  of  it.  They  raised  s beep 
for  wool  to  make  the  men's  suits,  comforters,  etc.  ,  the  women  making  all  the 
clothing  with  needle,  thread,  thimble  and  scissors.  My  mother  was  a 
beautiful  seamstress;  her  stitches  were  usually  as  nice  as  if  they  were  ma  e 
on  a  sewing  machine.  She  never  cared  for  a  sewing  machine.  Most  oi  t.e 
Rosenberger  children  lived  in  other  homes  and  got  at  least  some  education. 
Mother  went  to  school  at  Walnut  Grove  till  her  fourteenth  year,  then  she  st«tye 
home  and  helped  care  for  the  younger  children  and  the  work  grand -mother 

wasn't  able  to  do. 

The  only  thing  I  remember  of  her  going  to  school  was  that  she  had  won 
a  contest  on  spelling.  They  had  to  spell  long  words  with  a  number  ot  syllab  cs, 
pronouncing  every  syllable  as  they  wont  along,  and  at  the  end  pronouncing  tie 
whole  word.  Then  a  little  incident  in  the  home.  Joseph,  her  older  brothel  , 
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kept  teasing  her.  She  picked  up  her  shoe,  threw  it;  it  landed  smack  in  his 
face.  Joseph  thought  Deborah  should  be  punished,  but  Grandmother  said, 

'Thee  had  it  coming  to  Thee,  Joseph.  ' 

And  now  a  little  about  courtship  and  marriage.  She  was  eighteen 
when  she  was  married  the  first  time  to  Lindley  M.  Barker.  Once  when  he 
came  courting,  Mother,  who  was  seemingly  a  real  housekeeper ,  had  bake 
several  loaves  of  light  bread  and  had  churned  some  beautiful  yellow  butter. 

She  had  brought  a  lunch  of  green  onions  f  rom  the  garden.  They  sat  out  in  t  c 
shade  spooning,  I  suppose.  Che  served  for  refreshments  great  slices  of 
warm  light  bread  and  golden  butter  onions  while  they  plighted  their  troth.  It 
seems  even  now  that  I  can  taste  the  light  bread  and  butter.  Then  m  August, 
1062,  they  were  to  be  married.  Either  the  Quarterly  or  Yearly  meeting  at 
the  Gu^ar  Plain  Church  was  to  be  held  scon.  When  the  minister  announced  the 
meeting,  he  announced  their  wedding.  'A  certain  popular  young  couple  would 
pass  through  the  meeting'- -that  was  their  wedding  announcement. 

For  her  wedding  dress  Deborah  felt  it  very  important  that  she  have 
something  different  from  Linsey.  She  had  never  had  anything  else.  They 
didn’t  believe  in  war  and  didn't  go,  but  they  had  to  contribute  to  it  and  it 
took  about  everything  to  aid  the  soldiers.  The  cheapest  material  m  the  stores 
was  calico  and  it  was  fifty  cents  a  yard  but  that  would  be  better  than  Lmsey. 
She  worked  long  enough  to  buy  ten  yards  of  calico  and  some  trimmings,  and 
made  every  stitch  herself,  with  lace,  tucks  ruffles  and  flounces.  They  were 
married  and  Lindley,  her  young  husband,  built  a  log  cabin  about  hali  a  mi  e 
cast  of  Sugar  Plain,  I  think.  There  their  four  children  were  born.  Deoorah 
had  two  other  wedding  days  but  I  am  sure  this  was  the  most  exciting.  I  myself 
am  from  the  third  marriage  but  Mother's  mind  dwelt  many  times  on  her  first 
sweetheart  and  home.  They  were  married  in  1362.  Lindley  died  m  18vo.

NATHAN  ROSENBERGER  (1853-1933) 
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"My  understanding  is  that  my  father  and  Uncle  Abbie  attended 
Spiceland  Academy  in  Indiana  and  that  both  of  them  came  to  Iowa  at  or  near 
the  same  time.  Nathan  attended  Penn  College  at  Oskaloosa  and  sometime 
after  leaving  Penn  he  was  principal  of  the  Academy  at  Pleasant  Plain,  Iowa, 

I  think  from  about  1880  to  1883.  He  was  elected  County  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  for  one  term  in  Jefferson  County,  Iowa,  of  which  Fairfield 
i3  the  county  seat.  He  then  studied  law  in  the  office  of  Hinkle  and  Wilson  of 
Fairfield  for  about  one  year  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  the  state  of  Iowa 
in  1866. 


Nathan  and  Ellen  Prizer  were  married  September  6,  1886  and  moved 
to  Muscatine,  Iowa,  on  September  8,  1886.  Nathan  commenced  the  practice 
of  law  which  he  continued  until  his  death,  with  a  six  months  interlude  from 
December  1906  to  June  1907  when  the  family  lived  in  Louisiana.  He  was  a 
staunch  prohibitionist  and  when  prosecuting  the  saloon  interests,  he  togethei 
with  the  editor  of  the  Muscatine  Journal  and  two  business  men  had  their  four 
homes  dynamited,  Nathan's  home  being  completely  destroyed.  No  one  was 
injured  but  himself.  He  was  standing  directly  over  the  charge  and  his  ankle 
was  sprained. 

He  died  in  1933  at  Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  at  Emma's  home,  and  was  buried 
in  Greenwood  Cemetery  in  Muscatine.  "
